There an* three fairly well 
defined sun spot cycles, embracing 
four, eleven aud thirty three years, but 
no similar weather periods are known. 
During the last seventy years the 
Greenwich records of sun spots ant! 
rainfall show no relation, there being 
no correspondence between the two 
phenomena.- W estminster Gazette.
